Keep Before H e n s Co ns tan t Sup pl y of 
High Protein Meat Scrap, Grit 
and Fresh Wal er. 


Keep before the hens that you are 
J using for winter egg production, a con 
I slant supply of high 
protein 
meat 
I scrap, complete grit, crushed oyster 
j shell, and supply frosh, clean water 
j abundantly and regularly, and see to 
it that the water does not become 
j frozen in cold weather, as there has 
I been no invention forthcoming from 
j our geniuses iii this line of industry 
which will provide the chicken with 
an icepick. 
Animal food is extremely essential 
iii securing heavy winter egg yield, 
and as a rule, this can best be sup 
plied in the form of meat scrap, as it 
it the most economical and convenient 
form obtainable. 
Fowls greatly prefer green-cut bone 
and if it is practical, we should re­ 
spect our feathered friends’ tastes as 
near as possible.

Ideal Mating for Breeding Purpos es Is 
Yearling Cocks With Wel l-Devel ­ 
oped Yearling Females.

The production of a largo egg con­ 
taining a strong embryo and plenty of 
nourishment requires that a hen pos­ 
sess well-matured productive organs. 
It is necessary that the embryo not 
only have plenty of space within the

shell in which to grow* but also be sup­ 
plied with an abundance of food mate­ 
rials with which to make that growth. 
A pullet does not ordinarily possess 
reproductive organs sufficiently well 
developed to produce such an egg. 
Therefore a pullet does not produce 
as good hatching eggs and is not as 
desirable for breeding purposes as is 
the yearling hen. 
The pullet must 
necessarily utilize some of her ener­ 
gies in further growth and develop­ 
ment. 
After attaining her full size, 
she still has to fill out and mature, as 
well as strengthen her laying organs 
through use. 
Among the Mediterranean class of 
fowls, such as the Leghorn and Minor­ 
ca, the males seem to develop sexually 
more rapidly than the females. Well* 
developed Mediterranean cockerels are 
therefore very often used as breeders 
when mated with yearling hens. The 
ideal mating, however, for breeding 
purposes, is that of vigorous yearling 
cocks 
with welldeveloped yearling 
hens. 


DAMAGED WHEAT FOR FOWLS 


Large P art o f Crop Unfit for Milling 
Can Be Fed to Poul try— Hold 
on to L ate Pullets. 


The frequent statement that a large 
part of the winter w*heat crop will 
prove unfit for milling should be en­ 
couraging to poultry-keepers as indi­ 
cating cheaper feed this winter. 
The 
proportion is put at 60,000,000 to 100,- 
000,000 bushels out of 600,000,000 bush­ 
els. 
It is said that it can be fed to 
hogs. 
It can also be fed to chickens, 
it not too musty. 
Caution should be 
used on that point. 
‘‘It’s an ill wind 
that blows nobody good.” and poultry- 
keepers should not be in haste to mar­ 
ket late-hatched pullets on the ground 
that it will cost too much to feed them 
until spring.

Production. 
Some

characteristics

fowls of high egg production are: 
Late molt and rough appearance, pale 
shanks, black ear lobes, and wide­ 
spread pelvic bones. 
The activity of 
the fowl is a very good indication of 
high egg production. 


Cull the Flock Early. 
Begin to cull early, selecting the 
more promising ones and 
see that 
they have an abundance of room, not 
only in yards, but in roosting quar­ 
ters as well.

lf you were keeping forty-seven per­ 


sons in a boarding house 
and 
had 
only one cow to supply milk and but­ 
ter, what would you do? 
If the cow were Carlotta Pontiac, a 
12-year-old Holstein bred and owned 
by the dairy husbandry department of 
the College of Agriculture of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri at Columbia, and 
you 
gave 
each 
boarder an amount 
equal lo the per capita consumption 
of 
milk 
and 
butter in the United 
States, you would not need to do any­ 
thing but sell 9,643 pounds of milk 
every year. 
That is the amount she 
produced each of the last three years 
above the per capita 
allowance 
for 
forty-seven persons. 
The per capitr 
consumption is figured, on the caleu 
kit ion of the I nit od States department 
of agriculture, as 17.6 pounds of but­ 
ter a year and one-third of a quart of 
milk a day. 
In three years Carlotta Pontiac has 
produced 64,957 pounds of milk and 
2,480 pounds of butter. 
The average 
Missouri cow would have furnished in 
that time 10;500 pounds of milk and 
420 pounds of butter, about one-sixth 
as much as Carlotta. 
At the average price in Columbia of 
I 5- cents a quart for the milk, Car­ 
lot I a ’s 
product 
in

three years 
would be worth $2,319.90. At 30 cents 
a pound for tile butter and 25 cents 
a hundred pounds for the skim milk, 
it would be worth $882.05. 
The lat 
ter return would involve little cost ot 
handling. 
Carlotta Pontiac’s three-year record 
perhaps has not been equalled by any 
other cow in Missouri. 
She is still 
producing milk, having given birth to 
a heifer calf three weeks ago.

ever, she is not on test now.

made possible by her breeding. 
A 
record made by her three years ago 
v.as broken a year later by lier un­ 
grateful sister.

For the hen that is manufacturing 
an egg every day, or one in two days, j 
it is impossible to got the required I 
nourishment fast enough unless it is 
taken into the body already ground, j 
The hest system of feeding, then, as 
I 
recognized the country over, is to give j 
one or more of the varieties of whole I 
grain as a means of exercise; that 
is. fed in a deep litter so the fowls 
will have to wrork for it. 
Then use a 
variety of ground foods to supply the 
nourishment, heat and energy cf the 
bird. 
The four “g’s ” give us a cue as to 
what is necessary in the chicken diet 
—grain, green food, grubs, grit and 
shell. 
Whole grain gives the best r - 
suits when two or more forms are 
mixed and fed twice daily in a deep 
litter. 
Three parts wheat, three parts 
cracked corn and one part orts, or 
equal parts w heat and cracked corn or 
kafir, makes a good combination. One 
pint, to ten fowls is about the right 
amount, with the heaviest feed at 
night. 
Ground food may be fed in either a 
dry or wet form, but for breeders and 
layers, dry mash is best, while for fat 
telling poultry it is better to use wet 
mash. 
Tho dry form may be supplied 
in self-feeding hoppers. 
A good mix­ 
ture would be: 
Seven pounds mill run, seven pounds 
cornmeal, three pounds beef scrap, 
two pounds alfalfa leaves, one-half 
pound charcoal.

PREPARE ROADS FOR WINTER 


Before Ground Freezes Smooth, D rag 
and Pack Center of Road to Pro­ 
vide Needed Drainage. 


See that all drain ditches along the 
road are opened before the ground 
freezes; then smooth, drag and pack 
the center of the road, and you will 
have provided for the essential drain­ 
age, without which we cannot expect 
.o have good highways. 
All rocks 
should be picked out of the track be­ 
fore they freeze to the ground, harass­ 
ing both man and beast when they 
pass over them during the winter 
months. 
Low* places at bridges and 
culverts should be filled and leveled 
up to make winter travel more endur­ 
able. Repair holes in bridges, to guard 
against serious accidents by some 
horse getting his foot fast—perhaps 
breaking his leg.

The first portrait painter of the Unit­ 
ed States to win general fame was 
Thomas Sully, who was born 132 years 
ago.

Sully established
